Chinese Say They Repulsed

Two Others — Another

BOMBING PLANES 
'- JOIN IN ASSAULT 


Machine Gunners Rake De- 
fenders in City Streets — 
New Fires Break Out and 
Scene Is Described as Ver- 
itable Inferno.

SHANGHAI, Feb. 3.—The most 


severe. battle since the outbreak 
of hostilities at Shanghai raged 
tcday. Japanese land forces and 
airplanes delivered another 
smashing attack on the Chinese 
section of Chapei while Japanese 
warships in the Whangpoo River 
shelled the Woosung forts 16 
miles from here. 

The United States cruiser Hous- 
ton, flagship of the Asiatic fleet, 
arrived in the river just in time 
for the battle. The Houston, 
which carried a landing party of 
300 American Marines, was 
warned not to proceed directly to 
Shanghai, but to stay down the 
river beyond the forts to avoid 
entering the line of fire. After- 
ward the erulser moved up the 
river to Shanghai and tied up be- 
fore the city. 

The fire on the forts was direct- 
ed fromthe guns of six Japanese 
destroyers. It covered a land@ing 
party of sailors sent to occupy the 
Chinese fortifications. While this 
was going on Japanese airplane 
bombers roared over the Chapel 
district, scene of slaughter and de- 
structive fire last Friday, and 
dropped bombs which resulted in 
fresh fires in several areas, “ 

A Veritable Inferno. 

* Observers who Watched the bat- 
tle from a distance said the area 
was a veritable inferno. Japanése 
machine gunners directed a steady 
stream of fire into the concentra- 
tions of the Chinese defenders in 
the Chapei section. Great clouds 
of smoke rose over the area where 
the Chinese troops fought desper- 
ately. 

In the middle of the afternoon 
Japanese Vice Consul-General Mu- 
rai informed the American and 
British Consul-Generals that the 
Japanese were occupying Woosung. 
Chinese headquarters tonight an- 
nounced that Chinese guns from 
the fort at Woosung sent a Japa- 
nese destroyer to the bottom and 
said that the Chinese garrison ati!! 
held the fort despite a raking fire 
from Japanese warships in the 
river. 

Chinese headquarters ante the 
fort respulsed an effort to put’ 
ashore a landing party from the . 
destroyers and, in addition to sink- 
ing one of the craft, scored dam- 
aging hits on two others. 

Says Forts Are in Ruins. 

At the same time the Japanese 
naval command repeated its assor- 
tion that the forts had been re-

SAYS $50,000,000 
GOES FROM U.S. 10 
RADIO LOTTERIES 


' Postoffice Seized Another 
$50,000,000 in 18 
Months.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 3.—Within 
the last 18 months Americans have 


sent $100,000,000 to roreign Iot- 
teries, advertised mostly by radio, 
Solicitor Horace Donnelly of the 
Pestoffice Department announces 
today. About $50,000,000 addressed 
to lotteries, he estimates, has been 
seized by postal authorities and re- 
turned to the senders, but at least 
another $50,000,000 of , “sucker 
money” has escaped postal vigilance 
and reached its destination abroad. 
During this time postal agents 
have played a game of hare and 
hounds with the foreign lottery op- 
erators in an effort to protect 
American radio listeners. The dif- 
ficulty is, however, that the oper- 
ators of the lotteries changed al- 
most daily the names of persons 
to whom the money is to be sent. 
By the time the Postoffice Depart- 
ment has issued a fraud order in- 
structing Postmasters not to ac- 
cept mail addressed to certain per- 
sons, the lottery operators have ad- 
vertised many other names. 


Broadcast From Havana. 


The operators are using high 
power stations to give information 
about their lotteries. These sta- 
tion: broadcast nightly to the Unit- 
ed States, soliciting subscribers and 
occasionally announcing the names 
of winners. A station in Havana 
broadcasting lottery information 
can be heard regularly in Wash- 
ington, usually after midnight. An- 
other high power lottery station is 
said to be operating from Mexico. 
The fact that these stations are on 
foreign soil prevents control of 
their programs by the Federal Ra- 
dio Commission, which is now try- 
ing to abolish all forms of lotteries 
from American broadcasting sta- 
tions. 

The Postoffice Department can 
reach the lottery operators 
when they use the mails. 
partment’s only weapon is a fraud 
order issued against the lottery 
agent.

TWIN MOUNTAIN, N. H., Feb. 
3.—The bodies of Ernest McAdams 
of Stoneham, Mass., and Joseph 
Chadwick of Woburn, Mass., were 
found by searchers today on Mount 
Washington, where they fell ex- 
hausted Sunday while trying to 
climb the mountain during a bliz- 
zard. 

Donald Higgins, 23 years old, 
of Winchester, Mass., staggered in- 
to the base station of the Mount 
Washington Railroad yesterday, 
with one hand and his face frozen 
and told the keepers he had left 
his two companions, presumably 
dead, two-thirds of the way up the 
mountain. 

Survivor’s Story of Ascent. 

Higgins said. ‘‘We left home last 
Saturday and came up here to 
climb the mountain. We started 
out at 8 o’clock Sunday morning. 
Although there are sev.ral trails 
up to the summit, we chose to 
walk the railroad trestle all the 
way. The wind was driving in our 
faces and the snow was blowing. 
The temperature was below zero. 

“We got almost half way up be- 
fore we began to weaken, Mc- 
Adams was the first to be fatigued. 
We thought we had as much 
chance to make the top as the bot- 
tom, and so we tried to stagger on. 
Then Chadwick began to tire. Il 
was tired, too. When we came to 
that part of the trestle two-thirds 
of the way up we reached a place 
where the wind almost blew us 
over. Chadwick and I tried to 
keep McAdams with us, but he fell 
and. rolled off the trestle. Chad- 
wick and I had to keep going.

To 33,000 Persons in Year 
By Clothing Bureau Here 


Those in Charge Determined to Find Way to 
Continue Operation of Service—Total 
Cost of Operation to Date $17,000. 


The structure of St. Louis’ emer- 
gency relief organization may be 
threatened with destruction because 
funds ure not at hand to sustain 
it, but somehow, relief leaders are 
determined, a way will be found 
to continue the Clothing Bureau 
in operation, whatever may become 
of other activities of Citizens’ Com- 
mittee on Relief and Employment. 


At the bureau, which occupies a 
two-story building at 2218 Locust 
street, discarded clothing is_re- 
ceived from those who have a sur- 
plus and given to those whose need 
is so acute that a worn coat, or 
a@ sound, if shabby, pair of shoes 
fills a desperate need. There go 
children for garments decent 
enough to enable them to continue 
in school; men for clothing which 
will-enable them to resent a re- 
spectable appearance in their 
search for work, and mothers who 
have gone without new clothing 
that others in their families might 
have it. 

More than 200,000 garments have 
been distributed since the bureau 
began operations a year ago, and 
more than 33,000 “customers” have 
been served.. 

Wants to Pay When He Can. 

“White collar’ workers, bewil- 
dered by the new circumstances in 
which they have found themselves, 
are appearing there in increasing 
numbers, Not infrequently the bu- 
reau encounters one too proud to 
accept charity in its usual forms, 
but not unwilling to have the worn 
soles of his shoes replaced with- 
out charge. 

‘Does the Provident Association 
have to pay for these shoes?” one 
man asked recently as he was leav- 
ing. He held a stub of a pencil 
and an envelope in his hands, ready 
to jot down the answer. These 
were returned to his pockets when 
he was assured that the bureau 
pays nothing for anything it dis- 
tributes and charges no one, de- 
pending solely upon the generosity 
of those who have clothing to spare. 

“I wanted to know,” the visitor 
explained, “because I’m sorta keep- 
ing a record. I worked for the 
railroad for more than 20 years and 
this is the first time anything like 
this has happened to me. When I! 
get back on my feet I want to re- 
member what I owe.” 

Clothing contributed to the bu- 


reau is distributed to those who 
present requisitions issued by any 
of the relief agencies affiliated with 
the Citizens’ Committee. Sewing 
and shoe repairing equipment has 
been donated and shoes and gar- 
ments are cleaned and _ recondi- 
tioned before being distributed. 
Laundries and dry cleaners do the 
cleaning without charge to the bu- 
reau. 


Many Shoe Repair Jobs. 

It employs four cobblers, six 
seamstresses, seven clerks and five 
miscellaneous workers, all chosen 
from among those _ registered at 
Citizens’ Free Employment Bureau 
and who would be dependent upon 
relief agencies if it were not pos- 
sible to help them in a more con- 
structive way by offering employ- 
ment. Among them they repair 
80 pairs of shoes on an average 
day. 

Aside from these, the bureau is 
staffed by volunteers, and that ex- 
plains why it cost only $17,313 to 
maintain it last year. Mrs, Irvin 
Bettman is chairman and is as- 
sisted by Mrs, Louise Stark and 
Mrs, Roy Lockhart as co-chairman. 
Fifty-four sewing groups help out 
by working in their own homes or 


gathering places, making new gar- 


ments from material bought with 
funds obtained by the sale of rags 
and scraps. The Needlework Guild, 
the Council of Jewish Women and 
the Board of Religious Organiza- 
tions alternate in sending teams of 
from four to six volunteer work- 
ers to assist each day in the dis- 
tribution. The services of other 
women to repair clothing at the bu- 
reau’s shop are being solicited. 

The bureau is supposed to open 
each day at 9 a. m., but frequently 
a crowd has gathered a half hour 
before the scheduled time and its 
admitted. From 200 to 250 are 
served each day and the average 
requisition calls for six garments. 
One man appeared recently with a 
requisition which filled three of the 
usual forms. : It called for. among 
other things, 13 pairs of children’s 
shoes. and eight of the children 
were there to be fitted. 

Frequently these days the de- 
mand exceeds the supply. There is 
a shortage of shoes for children 
and men, underwear of all sorts, 
and hosiery.

Averill Furness, 24, and An- 
drew Rattray, 50, Wed 
While on Expedition.

NAIROBI, British East Africa, 
Feb. 3.—The secret jungle romance 
of the Hon. Averill Furness, daugh- 
ter of Viscount Furness and step- 
daughter of a wealthy American 
woman, had an unpleasant after- 
math yesterday after Lord Furness 
learned of her marriage on Jan. 74 
to Andrew Rattray, famous Kenya 
hunter. : 

The East African Standard car- 
ried the following notice bearing 
the signature of Lord Furness: 

“From and after Jan. 24 Mr. A, 
Rattray ceased to be the white 
hunter to my safari and from that 
date h3 has no authority to order 
anything on my account.” 

A year ago, Rattray, who its $0 
years old, took two zebras to En- 
giand for Lord Furness, who in 
1926 married Mrs. Thelma Morgan 
Converse, daughter of Henry Hayes 
Morgan, former. American Consul- 
General to Buenos Aires. 

In the London home of Lord 
Furness, who is a shipping mag- 
mate, the hunter met the Peer’s 
only daughter, the pretty 24-year- 
old Averill, who had gone places 
with the Prince of Wales: Late in 
1931 the adventurous Averill went 
with her father, whose hobby its big 
game hunting, on an expedition to 
Tanganyika. While her father was 
out with the native boys a few days 
ago, she and Rattray were married 
with only a maid and typist as wit- 
nesses, 

They tried to keep their secret, 
but after a few days most of Nai- 
robi knew the hunter, whose home 
is at Isiolo, one of the lIoneliest 
places in Kenya, had wed the 
wealthy Briton’s daughter. 

When they realized they could 
not keep the secret, Averill sent an 
airplane into the jungle to find 
Lord Furness and acquaint him 
with the news, while Lady Fur- 
ness, Who was at Melton Mowbray, 
England, was informed by tele- 
phone. 

Mr. and Mrs. Rattray are stay- 
ing with friends seven miles from 
Nairobi. Meanwhile, Lord Furness 
has engaged J. P. Lucy, who has 
killed 300 lions, as his new head 
hunter.

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$350,000 VERDICT 
IN HAHATONKA SUIT 


Damages Awarded Snyder Es- 
state for Union Electric’s 
Bagnell Dam Work. 


By the Jefferson City Correspond- 
ent of the Post-Dispatch. 

JEFFERSON CITY, Feb. 3.— 
The jury in the Hahatonka condem- 
nation suit in Federal District Court 
here today returned a verdict of 
$350,000 damages for the Snyder 
estate of Kansas City against the 
Union Electric Light & Power Co. 
of St. Louis, for about 159 acres of 
the Hahatonka tract in Camden 
County which was submerged by 
the La.:e of the Ozarks, formed by 
construction of the Bagnell dam on 
the Osage River. 

Condemnation commissioners ap- 
pointed by the court had awarded 
the estate $143,000 in damages, 
Both the company the estate ap- 
pealed from the award by the com- 
missioners. Attorneys for the 
Union Electric today announced 
they would appeal from the $3650,- 
000 verdict. 

Trial of the case in Federal Dis- 
trict Court rere began last Nov. 30 
and has been in progress since. 
Many expert witnesses and engi- 
neers were presented in support of 
the claim of the Snyder estate for 
at least $1,000,000 for alleged dam- 
age to the Ozark resort spot and 
the Union Electric claim that the 
estate had been benefited instead of 
damaged through fornration of the 
impounding reservoir, known as the 
Lake of the Ozarks. 

Court officials estimated the 
probable cost of the case of both 
sides, including fees paid expert 
witnesses, court costs. attorneys’ 
fees and other items, at about 
$150,000. For several weeks each 
of the litigants reserved an entire 
floor of a local hotel to provide 
rooms for witnesses, counsel and 
others. 

The Hahatonka tract was devel- 
oped by the late Robert M. Snyder 
of Kansas City, operator of the for- 
mer Kansas Natural Gas Co. The 
appeal was conducted by the Sny- 
der Estate Co., a corporation 
formed by Snyder’s three sons, Ken- 
neth W., Leroy J. and Robert M. 
Snyder Jr. Former United States 
Senator James A. Reed of Kansas 
City was chief counsel for the es- 
tate in the condemnation suit. 

The case went to the jury last 
Thursday following, arguments of 
counsel and it deliberated 28 hours 
and 45 minutes before returning 
the verdict. 

Costs incurred by the Union 
Electric in the case and the amount 
the courts finally rule must be paid 
to the estate for the land taken, 
likely will be included_in the valu- 
ation of the Union Electric for rate 
making purposes on which its cus- 
tomers must pay rates yielding “a 
reasonable return, since the land 
was taken in connection with con- 
struction of the Bagnell hydro- 
electric project, one of several elec- 
tric generating plants owned or 
controlled by the Union Electric.

Giles cautioned ‘her 


cluded the purchase of a 
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0 YEARS FOR WOMAN 
WhO AIDED IN HOLDUP 


Mrs. Giles Convicted as Accom- 
plice of Husband Who Pre- » 
viously Pleaded Guilt. 


Mrs. Adeline Giles, 28 years old, 
the mother of a 6-year-old daugh- 
ter, was convicted of robbery in the 
first degree by a jury in Circuit 
Court today, and her punishment 
was fixed at five years in the peni- 
tentiary. 

Mrs. Giles was co-defendant with 
her husband in the $449 holdup at 
the dry goods store of James A. 
Mowrie, 2710 St. Louls avenue, last 
Dec. 12. Several weeks ago the 
husband, Johnson C. Giles, pleaded 
guilty of robbery with a deadly 
weapon under the Henry law, and 
was sentenced to 10 years in prison, 
the minimum penalty. 

The chargé of robbery with a 
deadly weapon against Mrs. Giles 
was reduced to robbery in the first 
degree in Judge Pearcy’s instruc- 
tion to the jury, after the State 
failed to show that she was armed 
at the time of the holdup. The 
Court also instructed the jury that 
it was necessary that there be no 
doubt that she had acted of her 
own free will, and not under th¢g 
domination of her husband, 

Giles, a cook, took the stand in 
his wife's defense and testified 
that she accompanied him to the 
dry goods store at his suggestion 
and while there acted under hia 
direction. He explained that he 
had experienced some difficulty in 
getting her to go with him. 

At the time her husband was 
sentenced Mrs. Giles indicated that 


| she wished to plead guilty, but in- 


quired about a parole in order that 
she might care for her daughter. 
The Circuit Attorney's office sug- 
gested that a formal plea of not 


| Suilty be entered pending bringing 


a lesser charge against the defend- 
ant on which she could be paroled, 
as Circuit Judges are prevented by 
statute from pafroling cenvicted 
robbers. 


In the interim Mrs. Giles’ en- 


gaged I. Joel Wilson, former  As- 
sistant Circuit Attorney under 
Howard Sidener, 
and elected to go to trial as on the 
original charge. 

Mowrie testified that Mrs. Giles 
open the cash 
drawer after her husband § dis- 
played a revolver. She took the 
money and placed it in her hus.

Salaries for the receivers of the 
Wabash Railway and their counsel ’ 
were fixed by Federal Judge Davis 
today at 10 per cent less than the 
amounts sought.

other receiver, who was assistant 
general counsel, asked for $20,000 
a year and got $18,000.

DECISION AGAINST DOCTOR

Thompson, an attorney of Bowling

THE FUTURE OF THE RAILROADS. 
b If it was true that the credit of the railroads had 
become more acute than most credit, it is also true 
that the railroads have received a great deal of prefer- 
ential treatment. Their employes haye accepted wage 
reductions totaling $215,000,000 in the next year. The 
Interstate Commerce Commission has made available 
to them increases in freight rates where they can be 
borne by the traffic. Congress has made it possible 
through the Reconstruction Finance Corporation, for 
them to refund their more pressing bond issues. 
In addition to all this, Samuel O. Dunn, editor of 
the Railway Age, thinks*the railroads will continue 
in distress until there is a marked abatement of 
state and Federal regulation. He says a revival of 
their credit is essential so they can sell securities, 
both for refunding bonds now outstanding and for 
raising capital required for improvements. While 
granting that the carriérs have been greatly dam- 
aged by competition, he thinks the plight of the 
roads arises primarily frem failure to give them in- 
creased rates when the carriers could have used them. 
Mr. Dunn says: 


The most important reason for the chronic 
failure of the railways since the Transportation 
Act was passed to earn the return assured them 
by law has been the way in which rates have 
been regulated by the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission. It has refused to allow the railways to 
meet competition of coastwise steamships by ad- 
justing rates as they were allowed to adjust them 
before the Transportation Act was passed. It has 
ordered readjustments of class rates, which, by 
reducing them for long hauls, deprive the rail- 
ways of earnings, and by increasing ‘them for 
short hauls make it difficult or impossible to 
meet truck competitton, It made a general 10 per 
cent reduction of freight rates in 1922, and re- 
fused a general advance of 5 per cent to the West- 
ern carriers in 1926. Its decisions in these two 
cases in 1922 and 1926 alone are far more than 
sufficient to account for the failure of the rail- 
Ways to earn an average of 5% per cent on the 
commission’s own basis of valuation. 


The commission realizes that much of the regula- 
tion imposed upon the carriers in the past has been 
rendered impracticable by changing conditions.

TAXING THE SOFT PRINK PARLORS. 

The section of Comptroller Nolte’s emergency rev- 
enue tax plan that will gain the greatest popular sup- 
port is the provision for a tax of $200 a year on soft 
drink parlors. It will be generally understood that 


speakeasies, which operate in St. Louis with only 
sporadic interference, no supervision and without pay- 
ment of any kind to the City Treasury. The sa- 
loons of pre-prohibition days paid substantial license 
fees to the city, which formed a handsome item of 
municipal revenue. The dram shop license payments 
for the fiscal year 1916-16, for instance, totaled $1,- 
062,412.50. 

Mr. Nolte, presumably speaking euphemistically, esti- 
mates that there are 500 to 1000 soft drink parlors in 
the city. Jefferson Davis, former prohibition admin- 
istrator here, was less conservative and said last 
year that St. Louis had 1500 speakeasies. Here is an 
untapped source of legitimate revenue that would go 
far toward raising the amount now urgently neces- 
sary for relief activities, and in repairing the loss to 
city revenues suffered when national prohibition 
began. 

Assemblyman Cuvillier last week presented a sim- 
ilar measure in the New York Legislature, and stated 
that a tax on speakeasies would return $25,000,000

easies by their popular name, would make it un- 
necessary to prove that a place sold liquor before 
the tax could be imposed, as Cuvillier’s bill proba- 
bly would. Presumably, the local measure would not 
apply to confectioneries, barbecue stands, hamburger 
stands and similar establishments that have bottled 
drinks as a sideline, but would mean chiefly the suc- 
cessors of the saloons.

at Shanghai and at Geneva

N the situation which now prevails at 
| shangnai, everything for the moment de- 

pends upon the judgment of the eon- 
manders at the scene of action. Washing- 
ton, London, Paris and Rome can give gen- 
eral instructions. They can send ships and 
men. But they cannot decide from hour 
to hour just what is to be done. The af- 
fair is much too confused. The _ possibili- 
ties are too many. The threatened dangers 
are Of a kind which it may be possible to 
deal with only by instant action. 

It is the task of the governments to make 
it absolutely clear to the Japanese, to the 
Chinese, to their civilian and military rep- 
resentatives in the Orient. to their nationais, 
to every soldier and sailor, that they have 
no intention of being drawn into interven- 
tion on either side of this Oriental wir. 
There can be no doubt that this is the will 
of all the peoples of the Western nations, 
and, therefore, whatever measures are 
taken by the commanders at Shanghai must 
be limited to and must conform with this 
fundamental purpose.

Within these sharp boundaries it then be- 
comes the primary duty of the commanders 
to assure the physical safety of the for- 
eigners. The commanders on the spot must 
be the judges of what this requires. They 
must decide whether a neutral zone can 
be established which will protect the In- 
ternational Settlement or whether the pop- 
ulation must be evacuated. They alone are 
in a position to deal with the Chinese and 
Japanese commanders. They alone can de- 
cide what forces are needed to carry out 
the strictly defined duty laid upon them. 
They should be left in no doubt that in 
performing that strictly defined duty they 
have the confidence and support of their 
governments at home, 

The decisions which must be 
Shanghai cannot successfully be made by 
divided authority. The Western nations 
have a cOmmon interest, a common objec- 
tive, and a common responsibility. They 
should, as the London Times suggests, have 
unity of command over all their military

and naval forces. The situation is such 
that disaster might very easily result fron 
a failure of all the national contingents to 
act instantly and together. 
too great to stand upon ceremony. There 
is the peril of indecision and divided ac- 
tion. There is the peril of excessive zeal 
and hot-headedness by individual officers. 


A unified responsibility and command is 


needed. 

It is, of course, easy under the circum- 
stances at Shanghai to think that the 
Geneva conference is funny. But as Wilde 
once said, a cynic is usually a disappointed 
sentimentalist. The disappointed  senti- 
mentalists in this case are those who 
thought disarmament would come by 
solemn declarations against war and _ its 
horrors. The realists, who have known 4a!l 
along that there was no cure for com peti- 
tive force except an organized international! 
security, have no occasion to be cynical. 

Manchuria and Shanghai are presenting 
a complete and overwhelming proof of the 
realist philosophy. T 
are showing the utter fallacy of the notion 
that the peace of the world can be pre- 
Served by solemn self-denying promises and 
by improvised consultations after the peace 
has been broken and the 
lighted. From the point of view of the edu- 
cation of Western opinion, the Oriental ob- 
ject lesson could not be more timely. It 
has given the nations something real to 
talk about at Geneva, for it must bring 
home to all and sundry that the reduction 
of armaments is not a matter of discussing 
ratios but of overcoming the anarchy of 
unlimited national states. 

It should bring home, too, to all of us 
a renewed sense of how deeply threatened 
is our common civilization by the disunity 
of our suspicions and rivalries. There is 
the opportunity at Geneva to carry to all 
the peoples an understanding of the terri- 
ble risks they are facing because they cher- 
ish and perpetuate a serles of imbecile quar- 
rels that could be settled in a few weeks 
of sanity and common sense.

Mii- 
lions of copies of Government publications 
are “allotted to members of Congress re- 
gafdiess of the special needs of their respec- 
tive states or districts.”

2,000,000 such public documents that never 
had been removed from their wrappings 
were disposed of as waste paper. 

Last year, while people were worrying 
over a billion-dollar deficit in the cost of 
running the Government, Congressmen used 
25,360,900 envelopes in mailing out free of 
postage copies of their speeches. At the 
same time the Postmaster-General, bewall- 
ing the deficit in his department, was plead- 
ing, for an increase of letter postece from 
2 to 3 cents.

DR. C.D. BULLA, METHODIST 
PUBLICATION EDITOR, DIES 


He Was Born if Albany, Mo., and 
Educated at the Universty 
of Missouri. 
By the Associated Press. 

NASHVILLE, Tenn., Feb. 3.—Dr. 
Charles De Haven Bulla, 70 years 
old, associate editor of publications 
issued by the Board of Christian 
Education of the Methodist Episco- 


pal Church, South, and long promi- 
nent in Southern Methodism, dicd 
yesterday. 

From 1921 to 1927 he served as 
Presiding Elder of the San Fran- 
cisco and Los Angeles districts of 
the Pacifig@ Conference. For a 
number of years previously he was 
in the Baltimore Conference of the 
church and filled pastorates at Ro- 
anoke, Winchester and Alexandria. 
Va,. and Baltimore. 

While pastor at Alexandria in 
1906, Dr. Bulla conceived the idea 
of erecting in Washington an eques- 
trian statue of Francis Asbury, 
Methodism’s first Bishop in Amer- 
ica, and the bronze monument, 
placed in 1924, was largely the re- 
sult of his suggestion that the Ep- 
worth Leagues in America sponsor 
the movement. The George Wash- 
ington Masonic National Memorial 
at Alexandria, to be dedicated in 
May, also was initiated by Dr. Bulla 

He was elected editor of the Bal- 
timore Southern Methodist in 1916 
and since that time has filled edito- 
rial positions, with the exception of 
the six years he was on the West 
Coast.

PARIS, Feb. 2. 
NE HUNDRED THOUSAND 
(0 women of France have begun & 
new drive for suffrage with a 
system of “persuasion” designéd to 
break down the last vestige of op- 
position in the Senate. 

Public demonstrations, street 
picketing and riots they have ta- 
booed as “beneath the dignity of 
French womanhood and of 


France.” 
Their aim is to convert quietly, 


one by one, a dozen or more of the 
22 Senators who block their ac- 
quisition of the vote. 

Foremost in their ranks, which 
include the most aristocratic wom- 
en of France, are the Comtesse de 
Fels and her daughter, the young 
and beautiful Duchesse de La 
Rochefoucauld, president of the 
National Union for Votes for 
Women. 

Recently the duchess presided at 
a meeting stressing the “advantage 
to France of the feminine vote’ 
and not long ago she made a plea 
for women’s suffrage before the 
feminist group of the Senate. 

“We do not stand for extreme 
ideas,” she told the Associated 
Press. “But we feel that we have 
the right to the vote and we believe 
that, when we have gained it, we 
can do much to improve our coun- 
try. 

“The improvement of sanitary 
conditions in municipal and coun- 
try communities, the protection of 
motherhood and the _ property 
rights of women, the regulation of 
conditions under which women 
work and the improvement of edu- 
cational facilities are all fields in 
which women are actively interest- 
ed. Through their vote they should 
be able to contribute much to the

betterment of the country they 
love,” 

The protection of women’s prop- 
erty rights is one of the chief 
points stressed by French femin- 
ists. . Under the Code Napoleon, 
still in effect, married women in 
France relinquish all property 
rights. 

Their campaign has received new 
impetus with the prospect that the 
bill giving all French women over 
25 the right to vote will come be- 
fore the Senate at the present ses- 
sion after having been shelved for 
six years, 

It has been passed twice by the 
Chamber of Deputies and when 
last voted on by the Senate was 
defeated on a technical maneuver 
by only 22 votes. 

That majority feminists hope to 
iefeat by their campaign of “peace. 
ful penetration.” Their chief sup- 
port in the Senate is Louis Martin, 
leader of the group favoring wom- 
en’s suffrage.
